~W re commence, lo-day, the pu blica­ 
tion of a sermon deliv ed last Su nday by 
the Rev . John Wilkinson, at St. Lu ke’s 
chu rch, on the su bject of Temperance, 
and as he makes su ggestions not in the 
u su al line of thou ght u ttered by lectu rers 
on that su bject, the discou rse will be read 
with interest. 
For ou r own conv enience 
we shall pu blish only part of the sermon 
to-day. 


Oct. 30th ami 3tat, 1882, a Temperance 
Conv ention was held in New York, which 
still fu rther helped on the work of tbe 
Society and was attended by many ou t­ 
side of ou r own chu rch. 
Mr. Wm. E. 
Dodge, theu President of the National 
Temperance Society, was present ant 
said in his address “ that in his ju dgment 
the formation of this Society was the 
most hopefu l ev ent for the Temperance 
cau se that had occu rred for half a cen­ 
tu ry.” Dr. Crosby, who was another of 
the speakers, in referring to the princi 
pies on which the Society was fou nded, 
said: “The Episcopal Chu rch has fou nd 
the key to u nlock the problem of Tem­ 
perance Reform, in inv iting all good 
citizens, who believ e in Temperance, to 
u nite in the mov ement for reform. 
And 
I believ e that su ccess will crown the ef­ 
fort.” The Rev . Mr. Beecher, who was 
also present, said: 
“The Chu rch Tem­ 
perance Society has the merit of hav ing 
introdu ced a new spirit and a new meth­ 
od.” 
To indicate more definitely in what this 
new method and new spirit consists I copy 
the preamble and resolu tion adopted au d 
signed by fifty-two Bishops at the Gen­ 
eral Conv ention in Philadelphia in 1883. 
In a smu ch 
as intemperance is an ev il 
of su ch magnitu de as to call for special 
effort for its su ppression in the interests 
of social order, morality and religion; and 
( In a smu ch 
as the Society known 
as 
The Chu rch Temperance Society” recog­ 
nizes the grace of God as the only su f­ 
ficient remedy for su ch ev il; the Chu rch 
of God as the only su fficient instru ment 
for its su ppression, and the word of God 
as the only su fficient gu ide in the pro 
secu tion of Temperance Reform; and 
In a smu ch 
as the said Society rests u p­ 
on the Scriptu ral principle that Temper­ 
ance is the law of the Gospel and Total 
Abstinence a ru le of expediency, a meas­ 
u re of necessity or an act of self-abnega­ 
tion in certain cases, thu s av oiding any 
breach of the great law of Christian liber* 
t y; and 
In a smu ch 
, as the said Society du ring 
the past two years and a half has borne 
faithfu l witness to these important prin­ 
ciples and has labored zealou sly in the 
pu rsu it of its great aims; 
Th erefo re, we, Bishops of the Protestant 
Episcopal Chu rch In the United States, 
hereby express ou r cordial sympathy with 
the Chu rch Temperance Society, and com 
mend its wrork to the attentiv e considera­ 
tion of the whole chu rch.” 
Tnis preamble and resolu tion were 
signed by fifty-two Bishops, presu mab'y 
the whole nu mber present when the act 
ion was taken, since so far as is known, 
the Society has the endorsement and co­ 
operation of all ou r Bishops and clergy. 
In speaking fu rther of the spirit and 
method cf the Society let me begin by 
statiDg some things which it dots n o t hold: 


for those who hav e once been intemper 
ate; it commends it to tbe you ng as the 
safest ru le of their condu ct; it asks, it on 
the grou nds of a Christian expediency, at 
the hands of those who by an opposite 
cou rse might make their liberty and ex­ 
ample the occasion of sin in others. It 
appeals to the notions and spirit of St. 
Pau l, who says, “ all things are lawfu l for 
me bu t all things edify not. 
I will neith­ 
er eat flesh nor drink w ine, nor anything 
whereby my brother stu rableth, or is of­ 
fended, or is made weak.” 
2nd. The Chu rch Temperance Society 
does not accept what is u nderstood by the 
term “Pro h ib itio n 
” as the only, or as the 
best form of temperance legislation. It 
sees this fact as daily established that in 
the present state of pu blic sentiment ab­ 
solu te prohibition 19 impracticable if not 
impossible. 
It sees that howeyer desira­ 
ble prohibition may be in itself, it cannot 
be enforced u nless there is first a popu lar 
sentiment that will su stain it. 
Withou t 
su ch su pport in any commu nity the law 
sooner or later becomes a dead letter on

Society recognizing the fact, while striv 
ing to foster and bu ild u p a right moral 
sentiment on the part of its members 
and the world arou nd, makes all possible 
effort for tbe restriction and control of the 
traffic by adv ocating the adoption of su ch 
str.ngent and effectiv e measu res as will 
redu ce the ev il to it lowest possible mini 
mu m. Let me ju st here call attention to 
a fact which I hav e nev er seen stated in 
print, and for a recognition of which I 
am indebted to a personal conv ersation 
with the congressman-elect for the Tenth 
Congressional District—Genl. Post, of 
Galesbu rg. 
It is this—“that the Harper 
Law in this State, by express enactment, 
esta b lish es p ro h ib itio n "— 
forbids the sale of 
’iqu or by the glass, and its being dru nk 
on the premises, in ev ery city, town and 
cou nty in the State in su ch a way, and to 
su ch an extent, that no license can be is­ 
su ed u nless the people hav e first giv en 
consent and in towns and cities elected a 
common cou ncil in fav or of granting su ch 
license. The people in this city v oted in 
fav or of granting a license, and In conse 
qu ence the law is su spended iu this com­ 
mu nity, and licenses hav e been granted. 
Bu t the moment those licenses expire the 
law is again in force, and no one of these 
saloons can open its doors, or sell an 
ou nce of liqu or u ntil its license has been 
renewed, withou t incu rring the penalty 
inv olv ed ju st as mu ch as a man who u n­ 
dertakes to day to sell withou t a license. 
Thu s the citizens of Illinois hav e in actu al 
operation a prohibitory law which can only 
be su spended iu those places where a ma­ 
jority of the people so demand, and where 
in consequ ence it cou ld not be enforced 
becau se the pu blic sentiment against it 
Where this state of things exists, a license 
mu st be secu red inv olv ing su ch tax au d 
su ch restrictiv e prov isions as places tbe 
seller u nder direct mu nicipal and police 
control. The Chu rch Temperance Socie 
ty regards this as the most practical and 
efficient means of controlling the sale of 
liqu or, prev enting its sale to minors and 
inebriates, where the people are so far in 
fav or of saloons as to su spend the law’ in 
their fav or. 
If there is any fau lt to be 
fou nd here may it not lie against that ex­ 
tension of the right of su ffrage, which 
pu ts tbe control of mu nicipal 
affairs 
where we now so often see it?

CASE OF ATTORNEY BENTON, 


W ho 
Wa* 
Suspended for "Pernicious 
Activ ity" in Political Matters, and with 
a Fatherly Keproof for Too Much Zeol 
Reinstate* II iin In Office—Correspond­ 
ence on the Subject,

N ov . 18 .—The presi­ 
dent has reinstated Maecenas E. Benton as 
United States attorney for the Western dis­ 
trict of Missouri, who was recently suspended 
for activ e partici[» aticm in politics. 
The cor­ 
respondence in the case has been giv en to the 
press. 
Mr. Benton, under date of Neosho, 
Mo., Nov . 10, in a letter to Attorney (bmoral 
Garland, giv es a short history of his ten- 
duct of the business of his office, together 
with his political appointments, showing that 
the latter were not permitted to interfere in 
the least with his appearance in person in 
court at ev ery session, nor his personal at­ 
tention to the preparation of cases, up to the 
time of receiv ing the president’s letter sus­ 
pending him, and concludes as follows; 
As to my record as a public officer, I am 
willing for the department reports of my 
success in trials, the court officers of the 
circuit and district courts, and thi» so who 
hav e had business with the office to say. 
1 
relied on the following clauses of the presi­ 
dent’s letter of July 19 in making the engage­ 
ments to speak: 
"Indiv idual Interest and 
activ ity in political affairs are 
by no means 
condemned. 
Orti<*oholders are neitlur dis 
franchise« ! nor forbidden the exercise of 
]>•> 
Htical priv ileges, but their priv ileges a re not 
enlarged, nor is their duty to 
¡» arty in­ 
creased to pernicious activ ity by offi» « . hold­ 
ing.” 
If tho making of political speeches is the 
cans« ; of my su.sj» ension le an make no de­ 
fence, but ii it is inferred that I neglected 
my official duties by .so doing, I am not 
guilty, and ¿ isk the fullest scrutiny into th" 
facts. 
1 respectfully ask 
th at this communi­ 
cation be referred to the president, 
with such 
recommendation os you deem just. 
I hav e 
but to add that 1 had no idea that making 
political speeches would be taken to lie in 
v iolation of the president’s letter of July lit, 
188H.

Your letter of the luth instant, addressed to 
tho attorney general, has been submitted to 
me and carefully considered. 
Its frank tone 
and all I know of your character conv ince« 
me that the truth is therein related touching 
the matters which led to your suspension 
from office. 
When I Issued the warning to officeholders, 
to which you refer as an "order,” I 
expected 
to bo much harrassod by all manner of loose 
and friv olous tales, originating in 
malice or 
disappointment aiul a deliberate 
design on 
the part of [» uiitical enemies to annoy and 
embarrass me concerning 
tho indulgence by 
appointees under th o present adm inistration 
in the "perniciousactivity ” in politics, against 
wh ich m y warning was directed. 
I h o[>ed, 
h owever, that by a careful consideration of 
th e spirit, as well as th e languag of such 
wanting, th ose in good 
faith intending to re- 
sjiect it m igh t not tie in doubt as to its m *au- 
n» g, and would th emselves apply it to condi­ 
tions and circumstances wh ich it wa., impos­ 
sible for me to specify . 
I did not intond to condemn th e making of 
a political speech by a federal official to h is 
neigh bors and friends, nor a t any tiim nnd 
place wh ere it was un rely ineidt-nUtl, if tiie 
speech itself was docent and fair. 
Hut 1 do 
not th ink th at such an official can enter, as a 
bnsiinfer« , a political campaign, and consent­ 
ing to a long list ot engagements to address 
(KiliticaJ meetings, widely w*parabsl and of 
daily 
recurrence, fill 
such 
cngagcmenU 
with out neglecting h is duty , if lie h olds an 
office worth h aving, nor with out taking witu 
h im into th e canvass h is official power and in­ 
fluence. 
Th erefore th is course is condemned. 
Th e number of speech es th at can be properly 
made can not be specified, nor th e time wh en, 
th e place wh ere, or th e circumstances in 
wh ich , th ey are proper; nor can th eir ch aracter 
be prcscriiNxt. 
But a correct line of conduct 
can be determined on with out difficulty . I 
believe, in th e ligh t of a desire to follow th e 
spirit of th e adm onition given, by divorcing 
th e conduct of a citizen from th e use of offi­ 
cial influence in political campaigns, illustrat­ 
ing at all times th e truth th at official duty is 
param ount to {» artisan service, m aintaining 
th e dignity of office-h olding, avoiding any 
pretense of control over th e political action 
of oth ers by reason of official place, and 
teach ing th e lesson to th o ttoople th at public 
jtositious are not txjstowed or h eld unuer a 
pledge of active partisan servica 
A printed list, taken from a newspaper and 
submitted to mo, contained engagements to 
speak, made L»y y our consent, daily for quite 
a long i*?riod, and, not infrequently , twice a 
day in different [» arts of th e state of Missouri; 
and I was led to believe th at on many of th e 
day s specified a court at wh ich y ou h ud duties 
to perform was in session.

Covers were laid for 2 5 0 |>eo - 
p le and the t ables were graced by t he pres­ 
ence of as notable a gathering as has ever 
occurred in tin- history of the famous Demo* 


reaulted, tin* 
njwHti*r said, in continuous 
waste of capital an 1 ianor, and lie declared. 
tb&r. duties which at 111*111 
were asked for as 
as a temporary help to infant industries, had 
continually increased for a half century In­ 
stead of placing those industrien on a basis 
from which they could compete with the 
world, am! confined their product* to the 
home market, so that when the domestic de­ 
mand was supplied there was no other mar­ 
ket. 
The result of all this, be said, was to dm 
press enterprise and encourage a reliance of 
capital and labor upon legislation; to crush 
many valuable industries; to increase monop­ 
oly and the unequal distribution of the pro­ 
ducts of labor; a state of affairs that is un 
natural in a y oung and developing country 
like ours 
A more equal sy stem of revenue 
would have increased the aggregate accumu­ 
lations in all branches, and, with the condi­ 
tions which obtain in the United Htates of 
free institutions and a vast ex tent of unoccu­ 
pied land, relieved us of uneasy capital, dissat­ 
isfied labor, communism, and other evils of 
the old world. 
He closed by say ing that 
with our advantages of natural resource it 
will lie a standing disgrace to our statesman­ 
ship and a terrible responsibility to those 
who reject the means of relief if these thing* 
continua 
But the country did not belong 
either to the monopolists or communists, and 
the enlightened conservative people would 
prevent their continuance. 
Free trade was 
impracticable, but mutual and commercial 
emancipation would be accomplished without 
injury to either private enterprise or public 
interest, and to this policy he for one was 
pledged in bcth public and private life. 
The second toast in the regular order was 
“ The Treasury Surplus ami the Tariff,” ancl 
to this Senator J. B. Beck, of Kentucky , re­ 
sponded by referring to the great growth 
of the west, after

The dining hall wa-. decorated 
with flags, and at the north end was a plat­ 
form with a t able for the speakers, back of 
which was suspended the emblem of the club 
—a tomahawk entwined with a floral scroll. 
Small tables were used, and each was trimm ?d 
With smilax and ornamented with baskets of 
beautiful flowers. 
The menu comprised a 
goodly array of delicious viands and wines, 
and the loanquet was served in the well known 
elegant manner of the Palmer house. 
There 
were many prominent guests from various 
parts of the country , including stab .smen, 
lawy ers, army officers, and merchants, and 
the after-dinner speeches were of uuutiai 
brilliancy and effect. 
The first toast was “ American Industrie« — 
Their Growth and Prosperity Can Not Be Pro 
motedby Unnecessary or Unequal Tax ation.’ 
This was responded to by Hon. John G 
Carlisle. 
, 
Mr. Carlisle based his remarks upon the 
propositions that tax ation does not create 
wealth but destroy s it; that the government 
can not make its citizens rich by tax ing 
them; that no matter how tax es are dis­ 
guised or levied they are ultimately a charge 
upon labor and a withdrawal of the full 
amount of the tax ation from the productive 
industries of the country ; that when tax es 
are equitably imposed for public purposes 
only , and honestly used.no one can com­ 
plain, but w hen tax es are laid upon one class 
of people for the purpose of increasing the 
profits of another class the proceeding is im­ 
politic and unjust. 
Absolute equality , the 
speaker said, w as not to be ex pected, but 
substantial equality was essential; but equal­ 
ity in a protective policy would defeat the 
object of the tax ation, because if all were 
compelled to psy tribute to each other no­ 
body would be benefltted, and if ah do not 
pay tribute somebody must be cheated. 
Mr. Carlisle said American industries—in­ 
cluding every useful 
occupation in that 
phrase- could not be promoted by h discrim­ 
inating sy stem of tax es. Mining and manu­ 
facturing, though employ ing many thousands 
of people, were not the only American in­ 
dustries, and any view that left out the 
others led to erroneous conclusions; the small­ 
est as well as the greatest must be considered 
and the interests of the whole comprehended. 
Under the protective sy stem it was easy to 
see how an individual with capital invested 
in any particular industry can realize profits, 
but the profits come out of olhen*’ pockets, 
and the actual lo» in this case 1« p ecisely 
the same as if competition had not been pre­ 
vented, the result being that he is paid a bo­ 
nus for engaging in an unprofitable biisi-

Mr. B? ek then fig­ 
ured out that if Dalry mple sold $10,000 worth 
of wheat in Liverpool and wanted to buy 
merchandise, etc., he would be forced to pay 
$13 ,000 more on $5,000 worth, because of the 
tariff. 
Deferring to the national debt, he said it 
had “ been so adjusted that $737,000,000 can 
not l>e paid until 1907, and $350,000,000 till 
1891. 
There Ls now idle money in the treas­ 
ury more than sufficient to ¡way off all the 3 
per cents, which qieans all that can be paid 
loefore 1891. The basis of more than half the 
national bank circulation has thus been 
needlessly and wrongfully swept away , and. 
tbo premium on the bonds now running has 
consequently risen, so that the profit on the 
circulation will not pay for the premiam 
now demanded. But 
for our silver certifi 
rates a ruinous contraction of currency 
would have occurred before now.” 
Ho 
closed by declaring that the past action of 
congress must be reversed, and that any at 
tempt to enrich any class of men by law was 
simply robbery , 
Mr. 
Beck’s remarks were 
loudly cheered. 
The nex t toast was “ The Public Lands; 
the People’s Heritage for Homes,” to which, 
at the request of President Newbury , W. A. 
J. Sparks responded. That gentleman con 
trusted

lican and Democratic 
platforms of 1884 on

tered into a showing 
of the Republican ad­ 
ministration of land 
grants to railroad cor­ 
porations, s e t t i n g 
forth, in the opinion 
of the speaker, whole­

w. a. J. sparks . 
those who would otherwise have become act­ 
ual and productive settlers. 
Ho reviewed 
the homestead and pre-emption laws and the 
whole history of the land question from the 
“ ordinance of 1787” to the election of Presi­ 
dent Cleveland. His speech was a vigorous 
defease of his own administration of the land 
office, an$ he closed with an appeal to the 
Democracy to “ make good to the people by 
saving what is left of tho public lands as 
homesteads to actual settlers, thereby afford­ 
ing a fair solution upon a just basis of the 
‘absorbing land question’ by furnishing an 
outlet for honestly dlscontened minds and 
enforced idle hands from overcrowded and 
suffering business centers to the great unde­ 
veloped realms of the western half of the re­ 
public.” 
Hon. M. W. Fuller responded to the toast, 
“ The Great Republic,” and delivered an elo­ 
quent eulogy on the achievements and mis­ 
sion of the United States, and was followed 
by Hon. J. R. Doolittle on “ The Sanctity of 
the American Home the Safeguard of Amer­ 
ican Liberty .” A feature of this address was 
the proposition of a reform in the suffrage, 
which the speaker described as follows; “ For 
more than ten y ears I have maintained that 
all citizens who are householders and beads 
a# femilwe s» vt who. for such time m shall 


u* fix ed-say one at two y sa il—shall have 
Lived with and supported their family in the 
town where they vote, shall have two rotes, 
rnte to represent their manhood in common 
with all other men, and one to represent the 
household, including women and children 
The term householder—or head of family —in 
the great majority of cases will, of course, 
mean married men, but not in all cases; as, 
for instance, a man may be the head of 
fatrUy and a householder, whose widowed 
mother or sister keeps house for him.” 
Ex -Senator McDonald spoke to the toast 
“ The Benefits of a Democratic Administra­ 
tion.” He criticised a -’ass of men who, be 
said, were opposed to a union of hearts and 
hands, which he said had been brought about 
by the present administration. 
He referred 
to the civil service reform, which he saic 
was inaugurated on tbs 4th of March, 1885, 
and said the Republicans, while admitting 
their civil service was corrupt, had never at­ 
tempted to reform it 
He then spoke ol 
various economies in administration effect» ! 
by the Democratic accession, and generally 
discussed the improvements he claimed to 
Imve been made in departmental work.

Yfery general interest was shown as the men 
of national reputation arrived, and such as 
Hon. John G. Carlisle, Hon. J. B. Beck, 
Senator McDonald, of Indiana; Gen. Edward 
8. Bragg, and Gen. Singleton received tin 
attention due to their wide reputation.

gret was ex pressed at the absence of Hon. J. 
Sterling Morton, who had been unable to 
reach Chicago owing to a snow'd rift, which 
made ex cessively bad traveling. 
Just after Rev. Dr. Burroughs bad con­ 
cluded asking a blessing on the feast, Sen­ 
ator Beck, who is a Scotchman born, leaned 
over to him and laughingly said: “ That 
pray er reminds me of the time when ‘Bobby 
Burns was asked to say grace and ho re­ 
plied :
